According to Johnson, Howard satirized capitalism and military prolifera- 


tion: “The play is set in a desolate bombed out area of the world; James 
Howard played a man who sold fy spray after the devastation. ... He gave a 
pep talk encouraging them to buy this fly spray and everything would he 
all right,”"" The production ended with the detonation of an atomic boenk 


so realistic that passersby sometimes would file a report of an explosion with 


the police. After Myypney’s ran ar the Cino, it played at different socialist events 
and radical rallies around New York City. Despite the play's success, however, 
Howard left New York to enter graduate school.
